San Francisco, Cal., April ll.—By 
a decision of the supreme court ren­

A persistent campaign in behalf of 
Ruef has been waged by Fremont 
Older, managing editor of the Bul­ 
letin, who was one of the foremost 
to expose the Ruef graft and press 
the prosecution. 
Although only otic 
of many indicted for graft, Ruef was 
the only one convicted and it was 
argued that to keep him in jail while 
his associates are free is an injus­ 
tice.

Liquor Regulation Is Valid. 


Topeka, Kus., April Ll.—The Kan­ 
sas supreme court today upheld the 
Webb-Kenyon bill, passed ,, by 
con­ 
gress over President Taft’** veto, giv­ 
ing to states the control 
over 
all 
liquor shipments. 
By this decision, and until the su­ 
premo court of the 
United 
States 
overturns the law', Kansas will con­ 
sider it a valid enactment and will 
take charge of all liquor shipped in­ 
to the state. 
This is the first decision on the 
validity of the law since it. was en- 
acted.

Up to the present lime not a sam­ 
ple of alsike clover has been submit­ 
ted that did not contain considerable 
sorrel seed. 
At this time it seems 
almost impossible to find alsike free 
from sorrel. This weed is one of the 


worst of pests and all efforts should 
he 
made 
to 
keep it out cf Pettis 
county. 
As much as alsike might be 
desired. we had better let it alone if 
we must g e t.the sorrel to get the 
clover. 
I have seen sorrel growing 
in but two places in the county, hut 
cast of the Mississippi river in many 
places it is a menace to meadows and 
pastures. 
It is best to let alsike 
alone unless it is free from this weed 
and its seriousness is indicated by 
the fact that it seems almost impos­ 
sible to find alsike that does not have 
sorrel in it. 
Suppose the seed of the first sam­ 
ple be bought for alsike clover and 
suppose alsike is worth $20 a hun­ 
dred pounds, and that we buy a hun­ 
dred pounds of this seed and pay $20 
for it—then we get $17.15 worth of 
clover and pay $2.85 for the weeds 
we get with it.

PURE-BRED VS. SCRUB RAMS 


I 


Results of Test Made a t Missouri Uni­ 
versity Show Poor Animals 
Curtail the Incomes. 


The University of Missouri has pub­ 
lished a circular giving results of a 
test in which pure-bred 
rams 
were 
compared with scrub rams as produ­ 
cers of lambs. 
The average gain of 
lambs sired by a pure-bred ram 
was 
over two and a half pounds more at 
three months of age than the gain of 
iambs sired by a scrub ram at four 
months of age. And the scrub lambs 
ate 59 per cent, more grain than the 
lambs from ? wire-bred sire. On the 


market the better-bred lambs brought 
$7.35 per 
hundredweight, while 
the 
scrubs brought $4.50 per hundred­ 
weight. The use of pure-bred sires has 
been advocated for so long and the 
economy of using such rams has been 
so repeatedly demonstrated that it 
would seem that Buch tests were no 
longer necessary. 
But still many 
sheep-raisers deliberately curtail pos­ 
sible incomes from their 
flocks 
by 
using cheap rams—anything that can 
get lambs.
